Cheap Cable Telegrams. 


There is a bill now before the Seuate 


Committee on Foreign Relations, providing 
that the Secictary of State shall hate power 
to grant permission to the citizens of any 
foreign country lo lay telegraph wires be- 
tween their country and the United Slates, 
provided a similar privilege shall bo granted 
by them lo United Slates citizens. The bill 
provides also that despatches of Slate shall 
he sent first, telegraphic service messages 
next,to be followed by private mcssaqe, and 
finally general press and commercial news. 
No companies shall consolidate except by 
an iniernalional agreement, or with the 
permission ol the Secretary of Slate who 
shall fix their rates and regulations, subject 
to the control of Congress.

passed the House, and it is earnestly hoped 
it will be adopted by the Senate, as it would 
do more than anything else towards secur- 
ing us cheap cable telegrams, by encour- 
aging the laying of a number i>f cables, 
thus cruatiug a oompelition 
that would

FINANCIAL. 


Upon tho Treasury of our city the past 


year tho a»-regale demands have exceeded 
the Receipts' by §10,308,86. These demands 
Unending the overdraft of «-7,40-l,S2, at the 
close of the List municipal year,) were prin- 
cipally enhanced by the 
department ol 


Streets and Highways,—the excess of this 
department alone beyond the annual esti- 
mates or the 
Finance Committees being 


$1140932. Added to this sum, tbeamouul 
appropriated at a.special meeting of the City 
Council on the llth of October last, (3.000,) 
for the relief ot '.ho sufferers by the Chicago 
fire—tli3 amount of disbursements in con 
nec'iou with the treatment ol the small po 
and the erection of the hospital—the ex- 
pense of extra ward meetings of the elc-c 
tors to fill vacancies of members of the City 
Government,—to 
say nothing of sundry 


other minor appropriations not previously 
antic'pated, have caused an overdraft of but 
few thousand dollars more than that of las 
year-and less by f3;iO,33 than the overdraft 
of 1SGS, the last year of Major Parkei s 
administration. 
, , 
A larger amount lias been expended dur- 


inj the" past year, upon streets and high 
ways, (as you will perceive uy the Commls 
sioner's Report,) than has been expended in 
any one year since the City Government was 
first organized; and tlic continued growth 
and expansion of the city will demand year- 
ly for some time to come, large appropria- 
tions to keep pace with the actual require- 
ments of Ibis department..

T1IE COGOESIIALL FUND. 


The disbursements from the Coggeshall 


Poor Fund for the past year, have again been 
larger than they .-uould have been. . The 
reserved fund is too nearly exhausted, which 
will necessarily compel the Trustees to 
either reduce the number of beneficiaries, 
or lor a season at least to reduce tho amount 
regularly disbursed to each applicant. They 
cannot, of course, touch a dollar of the 
principal of this charity, under any circum- 
stances. 


One of tlia causes, which has had the 


effect to induce persons requiring assistance 
to Geek relief from the Coggtshall fund 
ofteuer than they would have done, has 
been their reluctance lo apply to ihn Over- 
seer of the Poor at his particular placo of 
business. The City Poor Fund, under the 
sole cuntiol of the Overseer ol the Poor, 
and which has seldom beun entirely expend- 
ed, should havu taken the p'aca of the 
Coggeshall fund oftener than it has done. 
The worthy poor who arc unwilling to go to 
the Asylum so long as they can possibly 
avoid it, however well and comfortably they 
may there be piovidcd for, ouyht not to be 
permitted, in a community like ihis, to suf- 
fer from any cause whatever. Economy is a 
commendable virtu*, in the discharge ol 
p'ublic aa well as private trusts, bm the 
great majority ol" tax-payers will not thank 
the constituted Guardian of the Poor, who- 
ever he might be, fur being: too parsimoni- 
ous in the performance of his duty, if by so 
doing he should cause any person to come 
even within the possibility of suffering in 
consequence. 


I gave last 
year some reasons why 1 


thought the cilices of City Marshal and 
Overseer of the .Poor ouiiht Iu be discon- 
nected, and have had no reason fince to 
come to a different conclusion. 
From the 


very nature of their tespectivc duties, they 
are incompatible willi each oilier.

Tha Fire 
alarm Telegraph has been adopted ftn many 
cities, aa being more reliabla than any other 
mode of alarm that has ever been invented. 


The Fire Department, composed of a 


large number of uur best citizen* who ful:y 
understand the wants of the department for 
eilicieut service, when occasion requires, has 
more thaci once recommended the purchase 
of two additional Steam Fire Engines, one 
lo he placed in charge of Engine Co. No 3, 
and the oilier In charge of Engine Co. No. 
7. 
in their communication to the City 


Council in January, they say that, "in rec- 
ouiiiendlng these Engines, the Board are 
confident that they are 110*. only considering 
the wishes of the above mentioned compa- 
nies, but at the same time the pecumarjjnr 
(ere.ats of the City. 
They believe that the 


placing of the said Steam Fire Engines in 
central positions, wllbln easy access of the 
two extremes of eur cit7, to be of vital im- 
portance to a large proportion of our citi- 
zens. They therefore recommend an ap- 
propriation to carry into effect the foregoing 
object, and as "progress" seems to be "the or- 
der of the day,"and this recommendation one 
of importance, I think it worthy of your 
consideration.

he appreciate the efforts oi the Fire Depart- 
ment.

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 


Ofevery grade, maintain their hish standing 
under the superintendence of Mr. Augus- 
tus D. Small, who, soon after the commence- 
ment of the present municipal year, succeed- 
ed Mr. Frederick \V. Tilton, who at that 
time, accepted a high position iu tho Phillips 
Academy, at Andover, Mass. 


The elaborate Heport of the Superinten- 


dent, which has just been printed in pam- 
phlet form for distribution, will furnish such 
interesting details in regard to the condition 
of our schools, as nowhere elsecaii be found. 
I would invite the special attention of those 
who are opposed to the Public School sys- 
tem,—and there are stil a .few left of that 
stamp amongst us, strange aa it may ap. 
pear,—to the Report above referred to. A 
careful examination of its contents may ob- 
literate soms erroneous prejudices. 


So highly is the Public school system re- 


srardcd in Boston, a city where education is 
fully appreciated,— that the Mayor io his 
last Inaugural speaks of it as having given 
them their prosperity at home, and their 
consideration abroad, which is certainly say- 
ing a great deal in its favor. 
In the same 


address, Mayor Gaston makes a brief and 
comprehensive suggestion, to which even the 
strongest oppnsers of the system, as well as 
all others, will yield a hearty approval. *'It 
is highly desirable," he says, "that the in- 
struction afforded by our schools should be 
fitted,in all its details, as far as possible, for 
the special aims of practical life." 


The able Keport ol Commissioner Eaton, 


ol the Bureau of Education, at Washington, 
in regard to the Educational condition of the 
country, Is sufficient to convince any ono of 
the necessity and importance of a system by 
whioh the masses in an especial manner, can 
be educated. It cannot be pretended, that, 
in these days, any other system of education 
than the public school, will bo found practi- 
cable for the masses. 
That ignorance is the 


parent of vice aud crime, it needs LO argu- 
ment to prove, when It Is so plainly shown 
that at least SO per cent, of the prime of our 
own New Eng'aud has been committed by 
the uneducated—and that from 80 to 00 per 
cent, of criminals have never learnt any 
trade or useful occupation, and connect their 
vicious habits with intemperanqe. 


The New York Monthly Souvenir, in an 


article on tha "Common Schools of America, 
in which is given a condensed account (if the 
routine of Instruction of two hundred and 
nfty thousand pupils in the great Metropo- 
lis, thus concludes — "Tho importance of 
these schools In a (jountry like America, 
whoF.o Institutions depend wholly on the in- 
telligence and morality of the people, cannot 
be over-estiinatfid—and the very fact of other 
and older nations emulating our own in the 
establishment of such a plan lor popular ed- 
ucation, ia evidence that our system, in Its 
external and internal administration, 
ia 


equalled by »0 other in the world." 


The Public Evening (Sphftol, whirl) was 


kept during the winter months In the High 
School building, gave great salisfaption, and 
was productive of good results.

Al t his meo1 ing Messrs. Win. E. Crandall, 


Chillies E. llamniett, Jr., and Wm. Pinne- 
ijar were appointed Commissioners, to mark 
out such lino or lines in tho Harbor mill 
Public waters of Newport, as iht'y might 
think advisable lor a Haibor line, wilh^in- 
E,uuc:iuii3 to report without delay. 
They 


were required to pay special regard in ih.f 
perforniarcf, ot said duty to ihe preserving 
and securing lull and millleltnt Duck room 
in said waters and harbor. 


On the 20.h of Jfcbiuary, at a special 


meeting, the above named committee made 
a Report to tho City Cimncil, with a Plat oi 
the proposed line. 
For the purpose ot 


giving the Various parties interested more 
lime to attend and be heard, Ihe considera- 
tion of said Report was deferred to an ad- 
journed mec'iii£ on the 2-lth, at which the 
principal Wharf Proprietors were present 
and stated their views, for and against the 
adoption of the Report of the Commissioners. 
The Board of Aldermen having previously 
adopted the Report, the Common Council, 
alter a discussion by the interested parlies, 
concurred in their action, to receive and 
adopt the Report of the Commissioners, and 
lo establish ihe line therein recmomenJ(.-d 
as a Harbor Line in the waters of the Har- 
bor of Newport. 
Alderman Brown and 


Councilman Greeno were appointed a c 0:11- 
mitlee to lay before the General Assembly, 
previous to the first ot March, the proceed- 
ings ol', our city Council on the subject, and 
petition for the passage of au Act, confirming 
ihe same. A protest against, the adopted 
line was thereupon presented to tho General 
Assembly by iis opposers, and consequently 
It was rjot confirmed. 


Thii General Assembly then appointed 


three Coimuissi'jrjers to mark out and estab- 
lish a Line, but no definite time has been 
fixed upon to undertake or accomplish the 
work. 


Tiri;: TOWNSESTJ FARM GIVEN UP. 


In my address last year, I mentioned that 


the ci'izens of Portsmouth, on this Island, 
living iu the vicinity of the farm donated to 
this city by Miss J£LT,ICN Towssiixn, for 
the purpose of establishing an Agricultural 
School for Boys, entered a protest for cer- 
tain erroueotte reasons, against tho passage 
of an act legalising that object,—and that 
the act was again postponed to Ihe next 
January Session of the General Assjinbly. 


In thta address, It seems necessity and 


proppr, in connection with whit has been 
previously done, to show in what manner 
the whole matter has been finally disposed ot. 


Nothing was done by iho Assembly, ci- 


ther at tho January or Juno Sessions follow- 
ing, to enable the City of Newport to ebtain 
an Act of Incorporation, in consequence ol 
which tho City Council at their regular meet- 
ins hi August, with tho view ol trying tho 
experimeutof occupancy, without incorpora- 
tion, adopted a liesolution appointing a 
joint special committee with instructions to 
examine luto and report the piobablo require- 
ments and expenses for the early establish- 
ment of the Industrial Farm School in 
Portsmouth, agreeable to the wishes of the 
benevolent donor, Miss ELM-:X TOWSSEND. 


At the meeting of iho City Council in 


Sfiptember, tho committee, having carefully 
considered the whole subject, made a final 
Report, the substance of which is embodied 
in tho following Resolution; 


"Resolved, That the project which 1m 


been entertained by tho City Council,.of 
establishing an Industrial School on the 
Townsend farm in Portsmouth, be and the 
same is hereby abandoned; owing to the 
Inability to propurpthe necessary legislation. 
That the Gift of said J\inn to this city by 
Miss ET.T.KN TOWNSKNJ) for said purpose, be 
and hereby is therefp.ro respectfully declined. 
That th.ia Council thank Miss Townaend for 
her benevolent and generous eflbrt, to pro- 
vide a placo of shelter and useful instruction 
for poor and neglected children, and regret 
113 inability to co-oDenito with her In this 
instanpe. 'And 'that a copy of tjils Resolu- 
tion ba forwarded to her by tho City Cierk." 


It Is indeed deeply to be regretted that 


tho (:ity could not have accepted the gener- 
ous ^Gift of il'33 Tqwnsend, and carried 
into effect the benevolent objects of the 
Dnncr, without coming In unpleasant col- 
lision with their friendly neighbors on the 
island,

ble ; Inasmuch as It would altbrd all the re- 
lief to tho public that might ba wanted for 
business purposes, without increasing the 
width of Thaines-sliect. This subject hav- 
ing been brought before the City council at 
its regular meeting in August last, a joint 
special committee was appointed 10 i^juire 
into and report upon th* necessity and prac- 
ticability of making and laying out a street 
running as above mentioned. That com- 
mittee, alter spending some three months 
examining, into and considering ihu feasi- 
bility of the project, reported in November 
that it was not at that lime desirable to take 
any action in the matter; and at their re- 
quest the said oommitteo was discharged.— 
The necessily, liowevor, ol laying out a wa- 
ler-street, or of widening Thames-street, is 
becoming more and more apparent every 
day, and we therefore trust the lime is not 
far distant, when all the tax-payers will be 
ready to Gay, that ono or tho other shall be 
doao. 


PfiEVEXTIOX OF CRUELTY TO AXIMALS 
There is now a very excellent law of the 


State, similar to that in Massachusetts, for 
prevention of cruelty to animals, and Stale, 
as well as Police Oflicers are authorized lo 
see that ii isonforccd,and to make complaints 
of violations of the law to the Iccul State 
Agent, wbo in this^cky i.s tha capUin of 
the Police corp?. Jivsry philanthropic in- 
dividual should co-operate with them in 
bringing to summary justice such persons 
as may be guilty oTthis unmanly and shame- 
ful 
offence. 
I am happy to say, that I 


know of but ono conviction of violation of 
the law iu this vicinity,.since the Society 
was incorporated a little more lhan a year 
ago. 


THE SMALL POX. 


The appearance of the Small Pox in our 


mld&t last year was not altogether unexpect- 
ed, when its prevalence in other places was 
considered. 
Yet it was fortunate for the 


city that it was not introduced amongst us 
during the watering season. 


Ou the 4ih of November the City Council 


was specially convened by the Mayor to 
ratify the previous proceedings of the Board 
of Health in reference lo the erection of a 
Hospital on Coasters' Harbor litand, [as 
recommended at a special meeting of the 
I3osrd by Dr. Snow, the efficient Superin- 
tendent of Health ia Providence,) to preveu*. 
the spread of the small pox, there being at 
that time a number of decidedly marked 
oases iu the city. At said meeting a llesc- 
lution was passed, authorizing the immedi- 
ate erection of 
the proposed IJospItal, as 


will be seen by reference to the City Docs. 


During the continuance of tbe small pns 


in Newport, from the i^ih of October to the 
20th of December, (OS days,) there were in 
thirteen families, In various parts of the 
city, 20 cases, 11) of which were in the First 
Ward, where the disease ihst appeared. 
Early and strict precautionary measures were 
taken by tbe Board qt' Ue;;hh to arrest its 
progress, 
A- white flag, with the unpoetlca! 


word? "Small Pox," painted in large black 
Inttera, was placid before the premises of 
each patient, which was carefully watched, 
both by day and night, to prevent the ingress 
or egress of all persons, save the pity Physi- 
cian, (Dr. Henry F,. Tinner.) wimso unre- 
mitting attentions and skill were eminently 
siico<iS5fnU--there bc-ing but oue fatal case ot 
tho whole nuoiber attacked—several of whom 
were extremely ill. A thorough vacciualiou 
was going on in tlio menu tiuiy rt!l oyer the 
viity; tha City Physiplan nlonpj al the lowest 
estimate, haying'vaccinated not less lhan 
thrpe thousand ,tlie largest portion ol whom 
were of the poorer classes, 


Owing to inulenieiU weather, the erection 


of tho Hospital was no1, completed as 
soon as was expected, and ft was not then 
deemed necessary that any of the cases.above 
referred to, should bo removed to it, all 
being aufh'ciently isolated aud \ralcheil to 
give the anxious publiii full confidence in the 
measures taken to prevent tho disease from 
spreading further. 


After tljo completion of the Hospital on 


Coasters' Harbor Island, (a very convenient 
and well constructed buildinir, though per- 
haps more expensive than was anticipated,} 
acd just lour weeks subsequent to tho rn- 
moval of iho last flag, n oase of small pox, 
brought fro'" Philadelphia, was reported in 
a thipkly settled locality on the Hill, near 
Rsllevue Avamu*, when, by prompt order 
of the l^oard of Health, the whole faiui'v, 
consisting of live colored persons, were lakcn 
by the Overseer to the said Hospital, where 
they were all vaccinated aud comtonably 
cared for, an i tho patient, (a child,] cured, 
without explain;; any oihi'V jiu^ou to the 
infection.—fcint'O v.l^u mi oilier cn^e lias 
ccciv.'re;i in aoy p.irt of llio city. H:ivo wo 
not good cause to b« thankful—and is it not 
incumbent upon 113 to be watchful, and to
